XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

WEATHER NOTES 


No. 49—Notes on the rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the year 1947. 


The rainfall during 1947 was considerably above average for practically the whole State, but 
unfortunately the districts where falls were below average were in the wheat belt, and included 
most of that area. However even in the below average districts the deficiencies were not generally 
large. 


Very little rain fell in the wheat belt during January, and the harvesting of the previous year’s 
crop under favourable conditions was completed, the crop amounting to approximately 24 million 
bushels. 


The 1947 season opened well with good rains in the early part of the growing season, but July, 
August and September rains were mainly well below average in the wheat belt, and it was feared 
that a large proportion of the crop would be lost. However in October there were excellent gene- 
ral rains throughout most of the State, which benefited crops more than was expected at that 
late stage, and the final estimate of the year’s crop was 34:5 million bushels. 


During the year tropical cyclones affected the N.W. coast in January, February and December, 
doing a certain amount of damage, but bringing widespread beneficial rains. The southern low 
pressure systems were not as intense as usual, and there was an absence of the usual winter gales 
along the southern part of the State and a corresponding deficiency in winter rainfall. 


Night temperatures were unusually low during the winter months, and in August screen tem- 
peratures of freezing point or lower occurred on thirteen days. The highest screen temperature 
reported during the year was 117 at Pt. Hedland and the lowest 26 degrees at Wandering. Snow 
was reported in the S.W. on two occasions. 


In Perth rainfall for the year was 4,342 pts., being $48 pts. above the normal, and at one stage 
in July rain had fallen on 40 out of the last 42 days. 


The mean maximum temperature for the year was 73-4, being exactly equal to the normal, 
and the mean minimum of 54-9 was 0-5 degrees below the normal. 


There were three days when the wind speed exceeded 60 m.p.h., the highest recorded being 
66 m.p.h. from the W.S.W. in July. : 


The mean barometric pressure for the year was 29-995, which was -021 ins. below normal. 
The following is a more detailed description of each month’s weather : 


January.—Due to the passage of anticyclones on a more southerly track than usual, rainfall 
during January was below average almost throughout the State. The only exception was in the 
Eucla divisions where the average was 13 per cent. above normal, and resulted from thunderstorm 
activity. There were also a few good thunderstorm falls in the South Eastern and in the De Gray 
and Kimberley divisions, though they were as a whole below normal. Temperatures at inland sta- 
tions and in the tropics were generally high, and both Marble Bar and Gascoyne Junction recorded 
100 degrees or higher on all days except one. Harvesting was completed in favourable conditions 
except in a few small areas where there was some hail damage. It was protracted in places due to 
unusually cool mornings with heavy dew. 


February.—February rains were derived mainly from a series of tropical depressions which 
extended south over the subtropics at times. A weak cyclonic depression moved westward parallel 
with the north west coast during the early part of the month but did not come across the coast. 
With the exception of the South West Divisions where the coastal and North Central subdivisions 
were below normal, all divisions received above normal falls, and N.E., East Gascoyne and Fortes- 
cue Divisions averaged between 200 and 300 per cent. above normal. Temperatures were above 
normal, generally in the Western subtropios during the first 12 days of the month. The highest 
recorded was 115 degrees at Gascoyne Junction. 


March.—The main feature was the activity of tropical depressions which produced heavy falls 
in the tropics, and thunderstorms extending as far as the North and Eastern Goldfields areas. All 
tropical divisions and the Eucla Division received well over the normal falls, and Derby recorded 
1,207 points for the month. The West Gascoyne division was well below normal, but other districts 
did not depart greatly from the average fall. Temperatures in the tropics were mainly below 
average in most divisions, but from the 13th to 25th temperatures were above average in most of 
the South Western Division. Perth’s mean maximum temperature was 3-2 degrees above normal.

April—Rainfall activity during this month was mainly a result of the northward extension 
of southerly low pressure systems with the result that the southern divisions were above average and 
the N.E., Gascoynes and Tropics were below average. In the De Grey and East Kimberleys no 
rain fell at all, and the West Kimberleys, where the falls were 43 per cent. less than the normal, 
received the best rain outside the southern divisions. The Eucla division, South-Central and 
Central-Coastal subdivisions were over 100 per cent. above normal. 


May.—tThe weather was controlled mainly by a series of tropical depressions which moved 
southwards along the west coast or south-eastwards across the State. Highest falls occurred in the 
S.W., where Greenbushes recorded 1,373 points. No rain fell in the Kimberleys and the De Grey 
and N.E. divisions were well below average. The Eucla and §.E. divisions were slightly below 
normal but all other districts had moderate to good surpluses, the West Gascoyne being 186 per 
cent. above normal. Temperatures were mainly above normal in the first half of the month, but 
generally below normal in the second half. They ranged from 97 degrees at Marble Bar to 29 at 
Southern Cross, and many fogs and frosts were reported from southerly stations. 


June—tThe main feature of the weather was again the numerous depressions of tropical or 
subtropical origin formed off the west coast and moved southward usually deepening en route, 
and moving off in a south-easterly direction after passing Leeuwin. These caused strong to gale 
force winds at times in the 8.W. division and on two days wind speed in Perth frequently exceeded 
50 m.p.h., the maximum gust being estimated at 80 m.p.h. Rainfall was above average in the 
§.W. divisions and slightly above in the N.E. and North Kimberley divisions. All other districts 
were below average and none at all was recorded in the East Kimberley division. Temperatures 
were generally above normal with the exception of the last week, when there were many below 
normal. The range was from 97 degrees at La Grange and Wyndham to 30 degrees at Collie and 
Bridgetown. 


July.—Most of the rain resulted from a depression of tropical origin and though depressions 
of southern origin affected the southern districts they were not generally of the intensity usual in 
July. The Gascoyne, N.E. and S.E. divisions received more than the average fall, but all other 
districts were below average particularly in the tropics where most districts received no rain at all. 
Temperatures were above normal generally in the tropics and south of the tropics most places 
‘experienced temperatures on the average slightly above normal. 


. August—During this month the track of the anticyclones crossing Western Australia was 
further south than usual, with a consequent deficiency in rainfall in the S.W. division and a lowering 
of night temperatures generally over the southern portion of the State. Westerly gales which 
usually affect the southern districts during this month were absent. Tropical depressions origina- 
ting off the north-west coast gave good rains in the tropics, the East Kimberley division receiving 
almost 20 times its normal fall. The Eucla and N.E. divisions received above average falls, the S.E. 
division just the average, and the remainder of the State below average falls. Day temperatures 
were high in the first few days, but the rest of the month they were below normal generally. They 
ranged from 99 degrees at Derby to 26 degrees at Wandering. 


September.—In this month the anticyclonic system over southern Western Australia persisted, 
and the southern depressions were again comparatively weak. Rainfall in the agricultural areas 
was below normal, but with the exception of the De Grey and Fortescue divisions, where there was 
no rain, the pastoral areas received good falls, largest departure from the normal being again in 
the North-East Kimberley where the fall was approximately eight times the normal. Temperatures 
‘were about normal in the tropics but in the southern part of the State, owing to the dry air and lack 
of cloud cover at night, frosts were recorded. Temperatures ranged from 99 degrees at Broome to 
28 degrees at Wandering. 


October —Most of the rain in this month was due to tropical depressions which originated off 
the north-west coast in the vicinity of Onslow, moved either down the west coast and then across 
to the Bight or, moved direct to the Bight. On several occasions they intensified considerably 
during their southward passage—causing gales along the south coast and in the Bight. Rainfall 
was below normal in the tropics, but excellent general rains were received in the rest of the State, 
all divisions receiving at least twice their normal amount and the East Gascoyne 12 times the 
normal. In Perth it was the wettest October since 1890. Temperatures were mainly below normal, 
and in the §.E. division were at times much below. On one occasion the maximum for the day at 
Menzies was 24 degrees below normal. 


November.—The main feature was the series of tropical depressions which formed over the 
north-west coastal areas and moved S. to S.E. across the State. Rainfall was mainly of the thunder- 
storm type, and falls were therefore very variable, and some were accompanied by severe hail- 
storms which did considerable damage in the wheat belt. Falls were above average in the North 
Kimberleys, in the central subdivisions of the south-west, and in the Eucla and S.E. divisions, but 
elsewhere they were considerably below normal. Temperatures were mainly below average though 
they were generally above average for about a week in the middle of the month. The range was 
from 111 degrees at Roebourne and Marble Bar to 32 degrees at Wandering.

December.—During most of this month the prevailing pressure distribution was a large anti- 
cyclone covering most of the State, but split into two cells by a weak trough through central 
Western Australia. This produced practically no rain, but towards the end of the month a tropical 
cyclone developed north of Derby, moved down the north-west coast and passed inland near 
Hedland. It moved via Marble Bar to a position N.E. of Mundiwindi where it weakened rapidly, 
and faded out to a low pressure trough over the northern part of the N.E. division. Good rains 
occurred in the North Kimberley, the De Grey and Fortescue divisions and in the N.E. portion of 
the East Gascoyne, the De Grey and Fortescue receiving approximately five times their normal 
amount. All other divisions were well below average. Temperatures were generally above normal 
in the Kimberleys, De Grey and Fortescue and the northern part of the Gascoyne divisions.. In 
the 8.E. divisions they were about normal, but elsewhere were mainly below normal. In Perth the 
longest spell of cold weather ever recorded in December occurred, when between the 2nd and the 
25th there were 22 consecutive days with maximum temperatures below normal. 


The following table shows how the year’s rainfall in the various districts compared with the 
respective normals.
